REPORT ON SUNDAY SCHOOL. 

in the hope of progress, your committee 6n Sunday 
Schools beys to briefly refer to a reading of many re- 
ports as found in our annual minutes, of which some are 
terse ana inspiring; but for some unexplained reason, 
seem to have been wanting in effact on our people. We 
iad reported in our letters, 15 Churches having schools 
and 11 churches not reporting schools. Total amount 
1904, 732 and for 1905, 647; an increase of 15. Last but 
"¥Y ho means least, total baptized 51. All uniformly us- 
ny ourown S. B. C,, literature. A fervent zeal and bet- 
ter things are to come. 

Since Sunday Schools began, there -has perhaps 
never been 80 much ty encourage and inspire; never be- 
fore was there such a multitude of earnest men and wo- 
nen devoting their time and talent to this cause. It is 


imply glorious to contemplate, that throughout the civi- 


lized nations there are millions engaged in what is more 
popularly called, ** 7%e Sunday School Work.’’ 

In the secular news papers and in the Churc:. Papers 
we find much written of **Worlds Conventions,’’ ‘*Inter- 
denominational Associations,” ‘Institutes; Normal and 
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Training Classes,’ ‘Superintendents Exchanges,” 


‘‘Board and Field Secretaries”’ and literature and printed 
helps, superior and super-abundant. Some graded to 
suit all classes and at a financial cost of no moment. 

With joy would your committee refer to our own, our 
beloved and capable field secretary, Bro. L. P. Leavell 
of whom we are so justly proud and in whom, we havea 
workman that needeth not be ashamed. In commenda- 
tion, we would emphasize, that we need more of his work 
in our churches and associational bounds; and we need 
more workers like him 

Oxford Association would make more progress in 
Sunday School work, had she a right man and call him 
to that work in the days before us. Could not the Asso- 
ciational bounds, in some feasable way, be made into 
districts, and be brought together in more active work 
and closer co-operation; might not the otherwise useful 
‘‘Faita Sunday Meeting” be brought to greater service 
in the Sunday School Field? 

In the midst of so much to give rejoicing, yet let us 
fail not to comprehend that all these broadened spheres 
and trained workers and modern methods, bring also :n- 
creased responsibilities, obligations and duties that can- 
not, must not, be left to others. As your humble com- 
mittee esteem it, however splendid it may be; no amount 
of modern methods, cultivated work or enlarged fields, 
should relax our custom of annuaily emphasizing in our 
Association, our unfaltering and uncompromising stand ;

During the last conventional year, our Foreign Mis- 
sion Board has expended $233,009 on this work, which 
was an increase over the preceeding of nearly 350,009. 
While this is encouraging from one view point, it is very 
little for 1,500,009 christians to give 

The baptism for the same time 2,231, an increase 
also, but what are these among almost one billion of be- 
nighted heathens. 

Fifty new Missionaries were sent out, this means 
larger contributioas. Our State gave $21,009 last year. 
We are asked to give $27,000 this year. We must enlist 
all our members in this work, it would be easy if ali

HOME MISSION REPORT. 


The progress of our Home Mission work is gratifying 
ina high degree. Our Southern Baptist Convention 
year, closing in May, shows about twenty thousand ad- 
ditions to the churches. ten thousand five hundred and 
fifty-one of whom were received by baptism. 

The benoficient aid of this great agency is sympa- 
theticaly given whereever needed within the bounds of 
our Southern Baptist Convention. And while our part 
in word-wide evangelization is faithful obedience to our 
Master’s command, rather than visible results, surely 
the results of the work of the Home Mission Board most 
gloriously vinlicate the wisdom of its existence, and 
constitute a mighty appeal to all Southern Baptists to be 
loyal to this great enterprise. 

Special Features:—Your committee deem it wise to 
call special attention to the following features of the 
Home Board's work: 

First, chureh house building. .No fact is better rec- 
ogized than the great need for houses of worship through 
out our South-land. 

It is the sense of your committee that one of the 
greatest needs in destituts sections of our country is

P- There is also much cheap literature that is dear, 
dear at any Price. Dear even when given away. Pa- 
rents should use great care in the seleetion of reading 
matter for their children. Nothing is more corrupting 
than a bad book, unless it is a bad picture; nothing more 
elevating and ennobling than a g00d book. 

It is the object of this report however, to deal es- 
pecially with denomination and religious literature, and 
more especially with that literature which is for the fur- 
therence of the work which we as an Association are 
vrganized to promote. There are so many good Baptist 
papers that we shall not undertake to mention any by 
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name except those especially devoted to our State work, 
and those published by the boards of our Southern Bap- 


tist Convention. 

We especially recommend and insist that every Bap- 
tist family in this State should take and read Zhe Baptist. 
This is necessary to the understanding, appreciation and 
help of our State denominational work, and to the de- 
velopment of ourselves and our children into strong men 
and women religiously and denominationally. 

We also recommend that every Baptist family take 
the ‘‘Foreign Mission Journal,’’ and ‘‘Our Home Field,”’

only a few more touches inside to ‘be completed. Cost 


318,000.00. Acting on instructions of trustees, we bor- 
rowed $6,500.00 to finish paying for same. We only 


having $11,500 on hand. Itisa building of which we 
may all be proud. Pressed brick, stone trimmed, steam 
heated, electric lighted, water works and bath rooms on 
every floor. 

School opened and Bro. Carter earried me over to 
the opening exercise:. Almost a hundred bright, clean 
faces form our family, and our neig:bor’s children were 
there, for it is a public school. , 

Their sweet childish voices were lifteu up in song 
and I tried to thanx God for His blessings and pray Him 
to continue to bless our home. To bless the instrumental 
and spiritual training to His honor and glory, as we pre- 
pared them to travel the journey of life. 

Bro. Carter and I went over the farm, and saw ample 
evidence of the manaal training of our boys. Acres 0 


sweet and irish potatoes, beans, peas, cabbage and coro

almost making our table self sustaining; fine crops bless 
their labor. And the girls work to, as I found on enter- 
ing our home, scrupulously clean every hall way and 
room. Clean clothes that they had laundred. Neat 
patches showed the needle had been at work. And soon 
we had dinner that they had cooked and done well. 

Good Bro. Fulgham, our doctor and one of our trus- 
tees says now come and look over my department. On 
the third floor in the old school room he had fitted upa 
model hospital. Six white iron beds. Five little ones 
sick. Miss Ida Thomas in charge. May God bless her 
always. 

I stood by the bedside of one little one. A little 3 
year old girl. Five weeks she had been there, and her 
little limbs had almost wasted away, but Doctor says she 
is going to get well now. As I stood there I thanked God 
that I had contributed to this home. That the milk of 
human kindness was not dried up. I felt in sacred pos- 
session and I resolved anew that this was surely God’s 
work through H%s children and the opening way to a 
man’s heart, to be liberal to tie destitute, opaning the 


way to larger things. I have found it so. 


We now have almost one hundred children in hand, 


having received forty during June, and about twenty 
taken from the home by relatives or adopted. 

We owe $6,500 and following report of Convention 
recommend that every church in this Association take a 
collection in the month of November to pay thig debt.

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CONSTITUTION. 
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ARLICLE 1. The Association shall be called the Ox- 
ford Baptist Association, which shall meet annually. 
The object of this union shall be to cultivate fraternal . 
intercourse and love between the Churches composing 
this body, and unite in their efforts in the great work of 
advancing the Redeemer’s kingdom. In the prosecution 
of these objects, the dissemination of the Gospel by mis- 
sionary operations, both home and abroad, shall receive 
their encouragement, fostering care and support. It 
shall be the aims of this Association to promote the cause 
of Sabbath Schools, also the interest of general educa- 
tion, and more especially the education of the Ministry. 
All Christian and charitable enterprises shall receive 
their encouragement, among which the support of super- 
anuated and worn-out Ministers will receive especial at- 
tention. 

Art. 2. Each Church belonging to this Association 
shall be entitled to three representatives until the num- 
Ler of memeers reaches twenty-five, and one delegate 
for every twenty-five; provided, in no case shal] any 
Church have more than eizat delegates. 

ArT. 3. The delegates present representing Church- 
es, shall, during the session, present their letters of cor- 
respondence, which must state their appointment, to- 
gether with the number of members in fellowship, the 
number baptized, received by letter, restored, dismissed 
by letter, excluded and died during the year. 

Art. 4. Any Church of this Association failing to 
represent herself at one meeting will be expected to state 
the reason thereof at the next meeting, and any Church 
thus failing at two successive meetings, the Associatton 
may consider her dropped from her number, or may ap+ 
point a committee to inquire into cause of such failure. 

_ Art. 5. Other Churches approving our Articles of 
Faith, and desiring to act and live in fellowship with us, 
may be admitted into this body by signyfing their ap- 
proval and desire by delegates and letters. 

; Arr. 6. This Association shall have a Moderator,

It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keepa 
correct record of the proceedings of the association and 
submit the same for correction of the assoviation at the 
close of each session, and to preserve a file of the pro- 
ceedings of the body.
